“I couldn’t run my rainbird 
sprinklers . . . and had to 
water my garden by hand. It 
took forever to fill my laundry 
tubs this morning.” 

A similar complaint was re¬ 
ceived by city officials from 
Mrs. William V. Mendenhall, 
2225 N. Santa Anita avenue. 
There are approximately five 
families living in the area of 
Grandview which was reported

Parking Plans

City Chamber 

Formation of either a mer- 
ants association or a city park¬ 
ing authority was proposed by 
a committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce Friday night.

New Shopping 
Center Poses 
Crisis to City 

Sierra Madre will “suffer 
greatly” if it can’t equal the 
facilities offered in the new 
shopping center proposed for 
the Upper Hastings Ranch. 

This was the statement Mon¬ 
day of A1 S. Myers, secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Although a business district in 
the 189 acres recently annexed 
to Pasadena has not as yet 
been officially proposed, it is 
conceded to be "only a matter 
of time.” 

“If we cannot meet or better 
the services offered by this new 
downtown area, Sierra Madre 
merchants will be in hot 
water,” Mr. Myers declared. 

Parking facilities will have 
to be greatly Improved, he said, 
and local stores will have to 
conduct modern i z a t i o n pro- 
grams- 

“Ironical part of the situa¬ 
tion is that Sierra Madre’s R-l 
residential district will be di¬ 
rectly adjacent to a business 
district belonging to Pasa¬ 
dena’” Mr. Myers stated. “And 
since the Hastings Ranch went 
to Pasadena instead of to Si¬ 
erra Madre, we haven’t a thing 
to say about it.” 


Reasons Told 
For Rubbish 
Pick Up Delay 

Rubbish on West Carter will 
be collected by the end of the 
month, Director of Public Works 
Harry H. Shatto said this week 
in answer to complaints that 
the stuff has not been picked 
up since July 26. 

“The contractor has been 
delayed all along the line,” Mr. 
Shatto said. “Every week, how¬ 
ever, he is getting closer to his 
schedule.” 

The city official pointed out 
that many Sierra Madreans 
seem to have cleaned their 
yards simultaneously, and the 
added rubbish has played hav¬ 
oc with the pick-up schedule. 

“Many people let the stuff 
accumulate for months, then 
put out a mountainous quan¬ 
tity to be picked up all at 
once. 

“We even had to collect sev¬ 
eral trees recently,” he said. 

Mr. Shatto said another con¬ 
tributing factor in the delay is 
caused when residents place 
another pile out on their park¬ 
ways almost immediately after 
a pick up. 

An inspection in the canyon 
area three days after a pick up 
disclosed 20 piles of rubbish 
placed in the streets.

Baldwin Repair Project 
Should End by Nov. 30 

Fear that the city’s Baldwin avenue street repair program will 
hinder Christmas shopping in Sierra Madre was expressed this 
week by the Chamber of Commerce. But city officials said the 
work should be finished by the end of November. 

Harry H. Shatto, director of public works, said bulk of the job 
probably would be completed 
within 30 working days after 
it is started. The project calls 
for the regrading and paving 
of Baldwin from Monteeito 
north to Highland, and from 
Sierra Madre boulevard south 
to Orange Grove. 

Mr. Shatto explained that 
contractors’ bids for the im¬ 
provement program will be 
opened at the Sept. 12 meeting 
of the City Council. Low bid 
will be sent immediately to 
Sacramento, where state ap¬ 
proval should be forthcoming 
within a week. 

“From the day the contract 
is accepted, the contractor has 
45 days within which he must 
start work,” Mr. Shatto said.

Vets Seek Ball Park Aid: 


VFW RAPS CITY ATHLETIC BUDGET 


The VFW sought city help in 
improving the ball field Tues¬ 
day night, but after a lengthy 
session of haggling the City 
Council had given little or no 
ground to expand the recrea¬ 
tion program. 

The matter was dramatically 
brought to the attention of 
Councilmen when a petition 
bearing 112 sig natures was 
read. 

In the petition, it was stated 
that “after all the various or¬ 
ganizations have put into rais¬ 
ing money for a ball field, we 
would hate to see the city de¬ 
feat this recreation project by 
not appropriating enough mon¬ 
ey to meet the park’s immedia¬ 
te improvement needs.” 

(The Council had tentatively 
budgeted approximately $400 


to maintain both the Youth 
Hut and the ball field.) 

Petitioners charged that a 
list of proposed immediate 
needs was compiled jointly by 
the VFW athletic committee 
and the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion—at the request of Mayor 
William A. Kinney. The list 
called for improvements to cost 
an estimated $1250. 

"This list seems to have been 
completely overlooked or con¬ 
veniently ignored,” the peti¬ 
tion stated. 

Present cost of upkeep for 
the field is $16 a month, an 
amount which the VFW now is 
equaling in labor and personal 
expense. 

Councilman Alexander Black 
said that in three budget re¬ 
quests from the Recreation 


Commission, the listed propos¬ 
ed improvements were not ask¬ 
ed. 

“The budgeted $100 miscel¬ 
laneous amount for recreation 
could go into purchasing a 
drinking fountain,” Council¬ 
man Black said. "But the Rec¬ 
reation Commission didn't even 
see fit to fight for showers.” 

“My biggest point is that the 
Recreation Commission should 
screen recreation requests. Citi¬ 
zens should sell the commis¬ 
sion on their recreation sug¬ 
gestions; then the commission 
should sell us on the ideas. The 
City Council should not be the 
body to which every group 
comes to complain.”

Local Men Stage Spider Battle 
As ‘Contribution’ to Science 
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Two Sierra Madre postmen with a bent for scientific research 
wondered last week which would be the victor in a life-and- 
death battle between a tarantula and two black widow spiders. 

So the two men, Fred LaLone and Larry Shepherd, determined 
to find out the answer through experimentation—using scientific 
methods which would have 
been admired by even Charles 
Darwin. 

A tarantula was captured on 
Santa Anita avenue, near the 
Ranger station, and a black 
widow was placed in the same 
bottle one afternoon last week. 

The two postmen carefully re¬ 
corded each round of the bat¬ 
tle “for scientific posterity”— 
that is, if anyone cares. Their 
log states: 

1:39 p. m.—widow stings ta¬ 
rantula on the leg. 

1:40 p. m.—widow begins 
making its web. 

1:42 p. m.—series of stings 
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Murray was arrested on may 
9 when Officer H. S. Embree, 
who had been “staked out,” at 
the restaurant caught him in 
the act of breaking in. 

Immediately following his 
conviction Wednesday, Murray 
filed an application for proba¬ 
tion. Hearing on the applica¬ 
tion was set for Sept. 8.

Councilmen whether the num¬ 
ber of persons who participate 
in baseball warrants city mon¬ 
ey for showers. 

Ralph Burns, a member of 
the VFW, pointed out that if 
the city intends to have a hall 
park, it should try to have a 
good one. 

“If the diamond were in bet¬ 
ter shape,” he said, “more 
teams would want to play 
here, and the field might be 
able to pay its own way.” 

The city donated $1600 on 
the field, but merchants, citi¬ 
zens, and the VFW have given 
more than $1800, Mr. Burns 
said. "It’s foolish for the city 
not to kick in more money for 
city recreation.” 

Councilman Henry Korsmer- 
er observed that the voters re¬ 
jected a 10 cent boost per $100 
assessed valuation for recrea¬ 
tion last year. 

Mr. Black said the budgeted 
$400 to maintain the field 
could include everything want- 
ed by the VFW—except the 
showers and a larger field. 

When it was brought out 
that the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion is supposed to have up¬ 
keep of the field, VFW Raider 
Manager Lawrence Shepherd 
stated that he spends from 6 
to 12 hours every week in get¬ 
ting the field in condition to 
play. 

The Council said at $16 a 
month, $192 of the ball park’s 
$400 could be used to do that 
part of getting the field in 
playing shape. 

Councilman Noren Eaton said 
he would like to see all recre¬ 
ation-interested groups meet 
with the Recreation Commis¬ 
sioners and see what activity 
should come first. 

“Some would say the pool 
filtering system should come 
before a baseball field,” he 
said.

Richard F. Eyre, VFW ath¬ 
letic committee chairman, said 
the VFW only wants recreation 
furthered in Sierra Madre. "We 
wanted to tell the Council what 
we think is needed before a 
final vote is taken on the 
budget.”
